SUPERINTENDENT OF COMMON SCHOOLS. 


Secrion 1l. Be it enacted by the Legislative’ Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Washington: That a og aa of public instruction 
shall be appointed by the governor, by and with the advice and consent 
of the legislative council, and shall enter upon the duties of his office 
on or betore the first Monday in January next‘ following. his appoint- ' 
ment, and shall hold hie office for the term of two years or until his 
suecessor is appointed and qualified, and shall exeeute a bond in the 
penal sum of two thousand dollars, with two good and suflieient sureties 
to be approved by the territorial auditor eonditioned upon the faithful 
discharge of his or her official duties. f i : 

Szc. 9. The superintendent shall have general supervision of, pub- 
lie instruction, especially of the county and district school officers and - 
the public schools of the territory, and shall report to the governor 
biennially on or before the first day of September of the years in which 

the regular sessions of the legislature are held. The. governor shall - 
| transmit said report to the legislature, and whenever it is, ordered 
printed, a sufficient number of copies shall be delivered to the ‘superin--- | 
| tendent of publie instruction to furnish two copies, to. be deposited iu : 
the territorial library, and one copy to each county superintendent of 
common schools, to be lield by him as publie property, and delivered to 
-$ his successor in office, and one copy to each district school clerk within 
the territory. Said report shall contain à statement of the condition. 
of the territorial university and public schools in the territory, full 
[statistical tables, by counties, showing among other statistics the nuntber 
schools and the averagé“attendance;.the number. attending | priyate. 
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schools, the amount raised by county and district taxes, or from other 
sources of revenue for school purposes, fhe amonnt expended for salaries 
of teachers and for building and furnishing ‘school houses, and the state- 
ment of the plans for the management and improvement of schools, 
together with such other facts as he may deem proper to collect for the 
intormation of the legislature!

Seo. 8. The superintendent of public instruction shall superin- 
tend the printing and transmitting of such blanks, forms, rules and reg- 
ulations for the nse and government of the public schools, school officers 
'and teachers, as the board of education may authorize, together with 
questions prepared for the use of the county boards in the examination 


of teachers. 


Src. 4. It shall be the duty of the superintendent of publicinstruc- 
tion to travel in the different counties of the territory, where common 
schools are taught, so far as possible without neglecting his other official 
duties as superintendent of public instruction, during at least three* 
months in eaeh year, for the purpose of visiting schools, of consulting 
with county superintendents, and addressing public assemblies on sub. 
jects pertaining to publie schoois. ; 


Sec. 5. The superintendent of publie instruction shall keep his 
office at some place where there is a-post-office, and he shall receive a 
salary of six hundred dollars pér annum, which shall be paid ‘quarterly 
out of the territorial treasury. He shall also submit quarterly, a state- 
ment of expenditures for traveling expenses, stationery, postage and 
other necessary expenses connected with his office. which shall be audi- 
ted by the territorial auditor, who shall issue a warrant on the territorial 
treasurer for the payment of such amounts as shall be found to have 
been properly incurred: Provided, That said expenditures shall not 
exceed three hundred dollars in any one year. 

Seo. 6. The superintendent of publie instruction shall, at least. 
once a year, hold a territorial teachers’ institute, over which he shall 
preside, at such time and place as may be determined upon, either by 
the institute or territorial board of edneation, which territorial institute 
shall continue in session not less than five days, and he shall, so far as 
practicable, aid in establishing county institutes. — 

Sec. 7. The superintendent of public instruction shall be ex-officio 
president of the board of education. 

à Sec. 8. Before entering upon the discharge of the duties of his 
office the superintendent sball subseribe, before àu officer duly authorized 


to administer onths, the following: 


“J do solemnly swear (or affirm) 


.. that I will support the constitution of the United States, the organic 
act of the territory, and that Iwill faithfally discharge the duties of 
the office of territorial superintendent of schools according to law, and , 
the best of my knowledge and ability; So telp me God." Which 
being duly attested, shall be filed with the territorial auditor. 

Seo. 9. The superintendent shall, at the expiration of his term of 
office, deliver over, on demand, to'his successor, all property, books, 
documents, maps, records, and other poro belonging to his office, or

TITLE II. 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. | . 

Sec. 10. The governor shall appoint, by and with the adviceand 
consent of the legislative eouueil, one suitable person from each" judicial 
district, who, together with the territorial superintendent, shall consti- 
tute the territorial board of education, who shall hold their offices for 
two years, from the first Mouday in -January next following their ap- 
pointment. They shall be notified of their appointment in the same. 
manner as may be prescribed by law for giving notice to other tetriturial 
officers, and within twenty days after receiving such notice, shall qualify 
by taking a similar oath to that which is required by this act to be ad- 
ministered to the superintendent of pnblie instruction, which, being duly 
attested, shall be filed with the territorial anditor. They shall serve 
until their successors are appointed and qualified? >- -~ 

Seo. 11. The meetings of the board shall be held annually, at 
Olympia, on the second Monday in July, and the board may hold such 


other meetings as they may deem necessary for the transaction of the ` 


publie business: Provided, That the aggregate expenses of the board 
shall not, by reason of such meetings, be made to exceed the sum ap- 
propriated to the use of the board. : 
Seo. 12. Said board shall have power— . 
First—To adopt or re-adopt at their regular meeting in July a, 


uniform series of tert books throughout the territory; whenever they - 


can secure an exchange of the books, at anytime in-use, for those of the 
same grade, or an exchange of those of a lower grade for those of the 
next higher grade, withont a greater average cost ,to the people than. 
two-fifths of the contract retail price of the books 1n use at the time of 


the adoption; and enter into contracts with publishers for the supply of | 


the same, to take effect on the first of the following September, and the . 


books so adopted shall not be changed within five years thereafter, unless 
the publishers of énch adopted books shall cause the price-agreed upon 
to be increased, or shall thereafter pnblish books of an inferior quality. 
Before making any adoption the board shall advertise for at least sixty 
days in one paper in each judicial district, of general circulation, that 
they will receive sealed proposals for the supply of text books to the 
people of the territory. Said advertisement shall state the day arid hour 
upon which such proposals shall cease'to be received. It shall also, 
name all the kinds of books for supply of which proposals are invi ted, 
and be signed by the president and secretary of the board, and that said 
proposals so advertised for shal] state the price at which the hooks pro- 
posed shall be exchanged for the books in use atthe time of making 
such proposal, and it shall staté the wholesale price which shall be main.

The publishers, awarded the contract by ilie board, 
shail guarantee all the terms of the proposal on which itis made by a 
bond. with two or more sufficient sureties, fur its faithful performance, 
and shall eover such a period as the books may remain in use. Said 
bond to be approved by the board. ? ? : 

Second—To prescribe rules for the general govérnment of the pub. 
lie schools, that shall secure regularity of attendance, prevent truancy, 
secure efficiency and promote the trne interest of the schools; they shall 

repare, or cause to be prepared, blank forms for the reports of teachers, 
irectors, county superintendents and for other necessary purposes. The 

board shall have the general supervision of the territorial normal school 
whenever the same shall be established by law. 

Third—To,use a common seal, and elect one of their own membe 
secretary. à 

Fourth—To order all printing that: may be necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of this aet. M. i 

Fifth—To sitas a board of examination at their annual meetings 
and grant Territorial certificates and diplomas., Territorial certificates 
shall be granted only to such applicants as shall file with the board sat- 
isfactory evidence that they have taught successfully twenty-seven 
months, at least nine months of which shall have been in the public 
schools of this territory. The applicant must also either pass a satis- 
factory examination iu all the branches required by law to be tanght in 
the public schools of this territory, or file with the board certified 
copies of a diploma from some state normal school, or a state or 
territorial certificate -from some state or territory, the requirements 
to obtain which shall not-have been less than those required by this act. 
Territorial certificates shall be valid for five years, and shall entitle 
the holder to teach in,any publie school in the T They may 
be revoked at any time for cause deemed suflicient by the board, and 
may be renewed without re-examination. Life diplomas shall be 
granted onl$ to such applicants as shall file with the board satisfactory 
evidence that they have taught successfully for ten years, not less than 
one of which shall have been in the public schools of this Territory. 
In other respects the requirements shall be the same as those required 
for territorial certificates; but life diplomas-shall be valid during 
the life of the holder, unless revoked for cause deemed sufficient by 
the board, and shall.entitle the holder to teach in any public school in 
the territory. The fee for territorial certificates shall be six dollars, and for 
life diplomas ten dollars. Said fees must be deposited with the applica- 
tion, and cannot lie refnnded. to the applicant unless tlie application be 
withdrawn before it has been considered,by the board. The fees col- 
lected shall be used for the payment of the-incidental expenses of the 
board of education. i 

Sko. 13. It shall be the duty of the board of eduéation to pre- 
pare; annually, a uniform series of questions to be used by the county

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Sec. 14. All certificates granted by the board -of education may~ | 
be revoked for immoral or unprofessional conduct. . r 

Seo. 15. All needed stationery for the use of, and any printing 
authorized by the board, as well as all necessary traveling expenses ot 
the members of the board, incurred in going to or returning from the’ . 
place of.meeting, shall be paid out of the territorial treasury, the. ~ 
accounts for the same to be presented by direction of the board, duly 
certified by the territorial superintendent; to the territorial auditor, 
to be first audited and allowed by him and then certified to the terri-- 
torial treasurer for payment. Each member of the board shall receive 
four dollars per day for the time actually employed in traveling to, - 
attending on aud returning from, the meeting of the board: Provided, 
That the expenses of the whole board shall not exceed the šum of three - 
hundred dollars in any one year. T =. d 

Seo. 16. Whenever any vacancy in the board shall occur, whether 
by death, removal, resignation or otherwise, the governor shall fill the 
vacancy by appointment. And all males and females over the age of 
twenty-one years shall be eligible to hold, or be elected to, any office 
under this aet. i i ` . 1 


TITLE III. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENT. i E: 


Seo. 17. A county superintendent of common schools shall be 
elected in each county of the territory at each general election, who 
shall take the office on the second Monday in Januaty next succeeding 
his election, and hold for two years, or until his successor is elected and 
qualified. He shall take the oath or affirmation. of office, and shall give 
an official bond to the county in a sum to be fixed by the board of 
county commissioners. The county commissioners of each connty shall 
fill any vacancy that may occur in the office of county superintendent . 
until the next general election.. . < - 
. Sec. 18. The county superintendent shall, on or before the first— 
Monday in February and August of each year, apportion all school. - 
moneys to the school districts, in accordance with the provisions of this - — 
act. He shall certify to the several districts clerks and to the county —— 
treasurer the amounts so apportioned to the several districts; and the 
directors shall draw their warrants on the county treasurer in favor of a 
persons entitled to receive the same. Such warrants shall show for- 
what purpose the money is required. aM DPA 
Sec. 19. Each county superintendent shall have the power and .

First—To visit each school in his county once à year, — — à 
.  Second—To distribute promptly all reports, laws, forms, cireulars 
and moni: which he may receive for the use of the schools and 
teachers. .

. "Third—To report to the superintendent. of public instruetion, 
annually, on the first’ day of August, for the school. year ending June 
thirtieth, next preceding, giving the number of children of school age l 
the number of school houses, the number of. school districts, the .  .

ers, the amount paid for school houses and furniture, and any other 
matter of interest connected with schools, or with .the conduct and 
management of schools.

Seventh—To keep in a good and well bound book, to be furnished 
by the county commissioners, a record of his official acts. 

Eighth—To earefully preserve all reports of school officers and 
teachers, and at the close of his term of office, deliver to his successor, 
all records, books, documents and papers belonging to the oflice, taking 
‘a receipt for the same, which shall be filed in the office of the county 
auditor. i 

Sec. 20. If the county superintendent fails to make a full and 
correct report to the superintendent of public instruction, of all state- 
ments required to be made by law, he shall forfeit the sum of fifty 
dollars from his salary, and the board of eounty commissioners are 
hereby authorized to and required to deduct therefrom the sum afore- 
said, upon information from the superintendent of public instruction 
that such reports have not been made. - 

Sec. 91. The county superintendent shall have power to admin- 
ister oaths and affirmations to echool directors, teachers and other per- 
sons, in all official matters cónnected with or relating to schools, but 
shall not make or collect any charge or fee for so doing, and shall be 
eligible to teach any school in the county in which he is selected to 
hold office. : 

Sec. 22. The county superintendent shall have power and it shall 
be his duty to appoint directors and district clerk for any district which; 
from any caute, fails to elect at the regular time; to appoint directors 
and district elerks to fill vacancies, to appoint directors and district 
clerks for any new districts; Provided, however, That when any new 
district is organized such of the directors and district clerk of the old 
district as reside within the limits of the new one, shall be direc- 
tors and district clerk. of the new one, and the vacancies in the 
old district shall be filled by appointment; that the county super- 
intendent shall have power to call a school meeting at the request of a 
majority of the legal voters. when in his opinion the interests of educa-

It shall be the duty of the county superintendent «to 
inquire and ascertain whether the boundaries of school districts in his 
county are definitely and plainly described in the records of the county _ 
commissioners, and if such boundaries are nat plainly described on such 
records, then it shall be his duty to furnish to said board of county . 
commissioners, accurate boundaries of all school districts; and, he shall ~ 
keep. in his office a full and correct tranacript, of such boundaries. In &
